III, Composition of the Council :

(ii) Minister of State or Deputy Minister, as the case may 
be, in charge of Tourism In the Central Government shall be 
the Vice-Chairman, 

(iii) Other member® of the Council shall be the following:— 

(1) . Secretary in charge of Transport in the Central Gov- 

ernment, 

(2) Head of the Tourist Organisation of the Central Gov- 
ernment. 

(3) One representative each of the Ministry of Railways, 
Ministry of Finance (CD), Ministry of Information 8e 
Broadcasting and the Planning Commission. 

(4) Director General of Archaeology. 

(5) Minister in charge of Tourism in each State Govern- 
ment. 

(6) One representative of Union Territories by rotation, 

(7) Chief Commissioner of Delhi. 


(8) Six nominees of the Indian Travel and Tourist Indus- 
tries Council representing the various branches of the 
Travel Trade excluding Airlines Corporation and Air 
Indian International. 

(9) Mayors of the Corporations of Bombay, Delhi, Cal- 
cutta and Madras. 

(10) Nine members of the public of whom not more than 
three shall be members of Parliament and/or State 
Legislatures. They shall be nominated by the Gov- 
ernment of India in the Ministry dealing with tourism 
and shall remain members during the pleasure of 
the President. If a member so nominated doe® not 
attend two successive meetings of the Council, he 
shall be deemed to have resigned from membership 
of the Council. 

(11) One representative of the Federation of Automobile 
Associations. 

(12) One representative of the OH Companies in India. 

(13) One representative of the AH India Handicrafts 
Board. 

(14) One representative of the Indian Airlines Corporation. 

(15) One representative of the Air India International, 

(16) One representative of the Youth Hostel Association of 
India. 

(iv) Secretary .— An official nominated by the Central Gov- 
ernment shall be the Secretary of the Council.
